The inventions of Groups 1-2 and Groups 3-9 are related as process of making 
and product made. The inventions are distinct if either or both of the following can be 
shown: (1 ) that the process as claimed can be used to make other and materially 
different product or (2) that the product as claimed can be made by another and 
materially different process (MPEP § 806.05(f)). In the instant case the compounds as 
claimed can be made by another and materially different process such as the process 
disclosed in US 5,830,890. Therefore there is no special technical feature for the 
compounds, the processes of making these compounds or the different fields of 
application of the compounds. Also there is no unity of invention.
